stored to him, upon the removal of the 
camp in 1920, work costing $4,220 is 
claimed to have 
been 
necessary to 
make the land 
again 
available for 
farm use. 
Asks Pension Increase 
An increase of 
pension 
for Mrs. 
Mary M. Taylor, York, is provided in 
a bill also introduced by Congressman 
Menges in the House recently. Mrs. 
Taylor is the widow' of James Taylor, 
who served in the 
Civil 
War with 
Company D, lith Pennsylvania Volun­ 
teer Infantry. 
Mrs. Taylor is now' 
receiving a pension of $30 a month i 
which the bill would increase to $50 j 
per month, because of her dependent - 
condition.

creased to the present rate of $4 a 
thousand. 
Small Cigar Revenue 
S. L. Johns, of McSherrystown, a 
pioneer cigar manufacturer and to­ 
bacco dealer of this section, has sent 
letters to U. S. Senators Reed and 
Pepper and to Congressman Menges 
of this district asking their coopera­ 
tion in introducing an amendment to 
the revenue bill, granting an internal 
revenue of $1.50 per thousand on a 
tobacco cigarette 
or 
small 
cigars 
weighing eight pounds or under per 
thousand. 
Mr. Johns contends that; 
such amendment to the bill is aimed 
to protect the tobacco 
raisers and 
cigar manufacturers, 
which 
indus­ 
tries have been greatly crippl'd by 
the growth of cigarette sales, and 
more especially by the importation of 
cigars free of duty from Manila and 
Porto Rico, where coolie labor is em­ 
ployed, greatly reducing cost of pro­ 
duction.

41,000 Pennsylvania Farmers Do 
$32,409,000 Business Cooperatively 


Farmers of Pennsylvania 
did 
a 
business of $32,409,(HK) through their 
cooperative buying and selling 
or­ 
ganizations in 1921, according to fig­ 
ures which have been compiled for 
the first time by the bureau of mar­ 
kets, state department of agriculture. 
Five large cooperatives operating in 
several of the eastern states trans­ 
acted business amounting to $26,049,- 
000 with Pennsylvania farmers, while 
94 local organizations made total sales 
aggregating $6,360,000. 
Approximately 41,400 fanner*, or 
one out of everyTi vc in the state, are 
members of some form of coopera­ 
tive association. 
This membership 
is increasing rapidly each year, the 
number boing almost 4,000 more in 
1924 than in 1923. 
The amount of business done has 
also increased greatly during the past 
few years. 
Complete records art' not 
available for all of the associations 
in the years preceding 1924. 
How­ 
ever, accurate figures from the same 
38 associations show a total business 
of $2,901,531 in 1922, $3,106,261 in
